Osb orne, Mrs. Stagner and .Miss Gor­ 
don with a view of creating sehtinient 
against me and ultimately securing 
my removal, and notwithstanding the 
fact that the colony had sustained a 
heavy loss and great inconvenience 
from the b ig fire of January 9, up to 
March 8, I had received nothing hut 
])raise aini compliments from the pub ­ 
lic and i)()ar(l of managers for my

comfort or inconvenience. 
“Each and evey memb er congratu­

Seldom Caught Before 8 O’Clock in 
London, Nev er In Day Time. 


Lawsu its abou t alleged ghosts, of a 
natu re similar to the one which was 
threshed ou t the other day before 
Mr. Ju stice Grantham, are far from 
u ncommon. 
Indeed, there is qu ite a little library 
of books relating to the su bject, all of 
them fu ll of mu sty, fu sty precedents, 
and each and every one of them bou nd 
in that pecu liar, u nderdone pie-cru st 
colored material knowm to booksellers 
as law calf. 
From these books one may learn 
many 
things 
abou t ghosts, and the 
proper way to treat them. 
It is, for Instance, illegal to belabor 
a “ghost” after it has cried ou t that it 
Is not a ghost; while a man who goes 
gu n-hu nting after an 
alleged 
ghost, 
and shoots and kills a hu man being 
who is masqu erading in spook attire, 
is gu ilty of mu rder. 
You may not su mmarily give u p 
possession of a hou se of which you 
are tenant, simply becau se you be­ 
lieve it to be hau nted, nor yet even if 
it be cu rrently alleged and repu ted to 
be hau nted. 
Bu t, on the other hand, damages 
have been recovered against a land­ 
lord wJio let a notoriou sly spook-in- 
feeted dwelling to a tenant withou t 
first informing him of its evil repu ta­ 
tion. 
A father has, too, obtained a verdict 
against a schoolmaster w’hose school 
w’as hau nted by a ghost wJiich fright­ 
ened his boy into fits, and it has been 
held to be illegal to shu t u p a prisoner 
in a repu tedly hau nted jail.

Here Is Truly Where a “Stitch 
Time” Does Wonders . 
in 


Englis h Mea t Pie. 
As a w'ay of using left-over m eat 
try an old-fashioned “English m eat 
pie.” 
Chop cold beef finely, put in a 
deep bak ing dish a layer of the m eat, 
strew lightly w ith bread crum bs, sea­ 
son highly with salt, pepper, butter and 
a few* drops of onion juice; repeat the 
process till the dish is full or your 
m eat used up. 
Pour over it a cup of 
stock or gravy, or, lack ing these, hot 
w ater with a teaspoon of butter m elt­ 
ed In it; on top a good layer of bread 
crum bs should be put and seasoned 
and dotted with butter. 
Cover and 
bak e half an hour; rem ove the cover 
and brown. 


Too little attention is paid to the 
wear and tear on tablecloths and nap­ 
k ins as a rule. 
They are washed and 
ironed and put away, regardless of the 
places that are becoming thin 
and 
worn until these spots become holes 
and it suddenly dawns on the dis­ 
mayed housek eeper that her table 
lipeii is “going all to pieces.” 
If tiny holes are found in table linen 
the first thing to do is to darn them 
neatly, selecting the

darn down upon
